Tbe General EUctioui 
Inasmnoh as ibe now Oobstilution 
baa not yot reached the colony, it iB 

impofisiblo to Bpeak with any degree ol 
deliiiitenesa regarding the time of hold' 
iag ilio gonoral election. It must now 
bo tolerably certain, however, tbat the 
election cunnot come ofif much before 
tbo end of Novomber. For varionB^rea* 
Bons I ho delay which hns occurred In 
iraming a. now Constitution ib greatly 
to bo regretted; and tlio rccolloetioii of 
this delay wiU havo its duo inflaonco 
■with the coloniBtB in deciding wbother 
they will eontinuo to bo governed from 
Downing'Btreo:, wbero ihoy litive oxpe- 
rionced nothing but cold soifislinesg and 
heartless neglect, There i^ one fcnturc 
of this delay which wo cannot regard 
altogether without alarm. It can hardly 
be questioned that tho country is 
folly; 'prepared to accept Oonfoderation 
■opoa the Terms oflferedj and it is equally 
certain that there ia a very general feel- 
■ ing in favor of accepting the sltnatioo 
wUhoat any annecessary delay, so that 
ibo colony may, if pnP'^iblo, bocorao a 
member of the great confodoratod fami- 
ly of North Araeiica with tho com- 
moncoment of tho fiHcal year of the Do- 
minion— next Dominion Day. This 
conditiou is both natural and ralional. 
The colony is just now in that transition 
state 60 prodnotipe of painful suspeuso 
and fatal bositntion. Every inlero.'t is, 
as it were, holding i's broalh nnd await- 
ing tbo result. Under such circum, 
Btancefl any nnneoeBsary delay is cruel 
—criminal. But there is another rea- 
son for desiring the earliest possible 
consTtmrnation ol what is now oomnion- 
ly regarded as at onco the immediate 
destiny and good fortiino of British 
Columbia. Every day's delay in com- 
pleting ilie union mast be regarded as a 
day's delay in tho inauguration of those 
substantial benefita which are to accrue 
from anioHi To colonista who have lor 
many weary years experienced thai 
heart-sicknt-ss -wbicli ia tho sure oil- 
spring of long deferred and often crushed 
hopo, this delay ia especially _ painful. 
After having struggled on in this colony 
for years, hoping against hope, breast- 
ing those diflioulties and snrmouuiing 
those trials, peculiar to tho pioneers, they 
BOO in Confederation u ntw condition of 
things under which tliey expect to reap 
gome reward for past privations and 
losses, and they are, moreover, nat< 
nralty anxious that tho dawnn 
ing of this better day should not 
be postponed until their snu shall have 
set in eternal ni.^ht. Oihers,— and wo 
aro happy to say tbat this class has 
been growing smaller by degrees and 
beautifully less—while still entertaining 
an illNdefined and urirousoning antipa- 
thy to Coulederation, yot regarding it 
as tho inovitublo destiny of iTio colony, 
Bay that tho sooner tbo change takes 
place tbo biiUer — '.iiat to have such a 
change banging o>or tbo colony is most 
uadosirablo and injurious. If. however, 
every suooessivo stop is to be character* 
iaed by that delay which has attend- 
ed tho preparation of iho now Consti- 
tution there will out be inucb prospuct 
of entering upon our nu^v L'f^'.atu ni>xi- 
Dominion Day, .Should tho new Uonuo 
cil not miiol befort' Januaiy it will re- 
quire our boat efforts in order to accom- 
plish that ; and we with, with doe res- 
pect, to impress this upon His Excul- 
lonoy tho Crovornor, that tho people de- 
sire union ; that liiey desire it at onco ; 
and tbat i.') del'iy it beyond tho poiiod 
wo bavo mentioned will be productive 
of very profound and wido-epread dia- 
eatisfaotion indeed. That more ttian Iho ao- 
cuslomoii interest should be lell in tho ap- 
proacbini; election ia lioili natural and highly 
proper. "The p^oidu villi only have an op« 
portuaity ol sencJin^ nine ft;(ir!'SJDtativo« U 
tbo new Council ; and, iiiasrn '.ich iiu it must 
devolva upon that Couucil to dispose o( fiteat 
qae«tioaa of eaapire and ol oonilltutional 
powers and prerogatives, it becomes the 
paramount duly and iniiteme inleresl of the 
colo; i>ts to sea that there Bliall bo no blanks 
omoDKEt the niuo. Ttie ponp'o cannot ullord 
to throw uway a Hinf;lo volc. Thuru uieonly 
nine. Let ihobe idno be mon of known 
ability sud tiled principio, men who will not 
throw a vsay their vote by o parsonal indui- 
cence in unrensoniiig onprmitioo to, and abueo 
of, cvotyboily and ev-rythinj,' but thamselvefl 
and thoir own impracticable and inano out- 
put— men who will neither throw away their 
vote by nnreasoning opposition nor sell it by 
a weak and servile adhesion. The new 
Council will not only bo called upoa lo ao- 
cepi or rcjoel Conlederation , bttt it Will do» 
volvo upon ihn people's nine to deoide 
whether tho people shall Rovern thomaolves 
through their chosen reproiiontatlved, or 
wbethor they wil bo gnv«rned by peopld 
living on the olb-. r side of ihecondnont. It 
especial ly btihoovei iba oluctora, tharelnrc, 
to send only men who thnr«>i;;hly know what 
they are ecnt tor— men, il poK>iblo, who will, I 
by "their abilitio,', iutilli^cuc^', i<«ii«ral du- 
portmoat and kiii)wle'l;.;e ol culunial p ilitica 
and ReBpODsiblo Govornmont, ooiisi i.ntu a 
sort ol lifl'Jg evidence ol tbo Utnnsa of the 
ooloay to .manage Hi own local affairs, as a 
Province of "the Domioion. Ho much re- 
sponsibility never rcHie.l on u Council in tbia 
colonv bolore. Sueii weijibty, bro.id and 
far-roiichinc conHcqueucea never butifjupon 
the voto of nine niembnro. No such import- 
ance over yot attached to tbo exjrciaQ ol tbo 
franohiKO by tbo colonist*, i^ct every Dis- 
trict bo on Its guard. Let every voter be 
resolved to 'do bis doty.

The Parisians still appoar dotormiued to of- 
fer a vigorous defence lo the tbretteiied siego. 
The most extensive preparations for tbo sup- 
ply of tbo population are being made. Great 
numbers of porsooa are leaviug the oity, 
bat tbair pliooa are more tbau supplied by 
th? influx of country people from the dis- 
trictJ around Paris. Tho tone of the Prass 
is hopeful, deQaut' and exceedingly bitter 
againai the Germans. In tba ptoviucej there 
bavo been ugly sigaa of possible disorders. 
The peasants acoase the rich proprietors of 
favoring Prussia and tho Orleans Princes, 
while in eorau places the frotestania are 
charged with bwiut; iu complicity with the 
euoiny tn destroy Uatbolici irn ■ind the 10m 
piro. No olliciiil intulliKence has been jub- 
liflbod coucorniii;; tbo Emperor, bat it is re- 
ported his health is completely broken down, 
and a caiaatropho may be expected at any 
rnoweui. Mr. Brii'ht's health is leporleii to 
be mil improviiij;. Tho couditiou ol linl- 
ish military doleneen eontiuues to attract at- 
tention, and no extoosion ol the Militia 
system is generally udvooatod. A vaoaooy 
in the representation uf Mid-Surrey has
